Town Topics 


For the past ten days everyone has 
been’ in. a dither trying to remember 
whether or not ‘this is mail day from 
the east or mail day from the west or 
no mail day at all and we have all been 
trying to get used to the idea of being 
pushed back irito the class: of a three 
ays a week branch line. Aftér thirty 
or forty years of main line service this 
is tough, and it isn’t made any easier 
by the weak excuse offered by. the 
C.N.R. regarding the curtailment of 
train service. 

It seems to us that the largest rail- 
way. system in Canada with all the 
power of the Dominion Government 


behind it shoulg be able to work on an 


even footing with the rival C.P.R. in 
obtaining supplies of coal. So far we 
have heard no mention of curtailment 
of service on the C.P.R. with or with- 
out the coal excuse. 

BPven if the shortage of coal in East- 
ern Canada were an excuse for cut- 
down coal burning locomotives service 
in Western Canada—a very debateable 
point in itself—it offers no excuse for 
cutting: off a train on an ofl burning 
section of the main line through Wa‘a 
wright. 

The C.N.R. has recently been offer- 
ing a peculiar picture to the public. 
Together with the C.P.R. it has been 
complaining to a Royal Commission 
about needing higher rates and at the 
same time has complained that truck 
and bus traffic is cutting into revenue. 
But instead of competing with the 
trucks and offering service to the pub- 
lic it has carried on with its usual 
“get it when we're ready to haul it” 
policy. It is no wonder that the trucks 


with their service to the door and their | 


lower rates are stealing some of the 
business. 

Be this as it may Wainwright as a 
whole has always been a loyal railway 
town. Realizing that many of their 
customers work for the railroad many 
merchants have continued to use rail- 
way freight service in preferance to 
trucks. Most people travel by rail if 
they are going to use a public carrier 
of any sort out of Wainwright. By cut- 
ting, service on this line. the railway 6 
going to lose valuable customers and 
will probably never get them back. 

In the face @ a real national crisis 
none of us would complain about this 
backward step, but when we'car see 
no need for the cut we are naturally 
annoyed over it. Cambers of Com-

Let us take care 


I am asked on numerous occasions 
just what is the best make of sprayer 
to buy. I fing this a very difficult ques 
tion to answer, as there are a number 
of sprayers on the market today that 
are very capable of doing the job equal 
ly well. When buying a sprayer though 
there are a number of features to 
take into consideration, just the same 
as in buying a tractor or car. I have 
taken the liberty, on a request from 
the council and other ratepayers, to 
publish a lst of recommendations and 
items of interest to look for when pur- 
chasing a sprayer as recommended by 
the Third Western Canadian Weed 
Control Conference. held in Edmonton 
last fall, The lst of recommendations 
for Sprayers and Dusters are else- 
where on this page. 

There three general typés of 
sprayers developed and put on the 
market today. The trailor mounted 
machine, although its initial cost may 


be higher as compared to the othet) oo tne pump is belt driven, 


types, has a distinct advantage in that 
it may be pulled by any type of moving 
equipment. The skid mounted sprayer 
is usually a self-contained unit and 
may be.used with trucks or placed on 
trailers whith are now quite common 
on many farms. The tractor mounted 
unit, mountéd directly on the tractor 
using the tractor power take-off as a 
source of power, represents a smaller 
investment for the fanmer than do the 
previously mentioned typés, and you 
are required tq provide your own eup- 
ply tank. 

There are indications that a‘ ee 
{number of sprayers and dusters are 
going to be purchased in the district 
this year. Probably you are one who is 
contemplating buying. Before doing so 
I would suggest you study the recom- 
mendations carefujly and ¢ry to get 
the one that will do the best job. If at 
any time you are in doubt, and you 
think we can be of any assistance, 
please drop in and discuss the prob- 
lem with us. The matter of the Munici- 
pality handling 2, 4-D chemical in 1950 
is still hanging fire and no definite 
decision has been reached. There are 
reports that the price of 2,4-D will be 
reduced this year almost 40%, is that 
is the case then almost every body can 
afford to use 2,4-D.

should have a capacity of 40 tp 80 gals, 
‘On small light tractors where'the tank 
is mounted in the rear a low) capacity 
tank {s advised to avoid the bility 
of accidents due to tractor. ing up 
on rough, uneven ground. Trailer 
mounts should have a capacity of 100 
gals. and apward. The tank should be 
provided with an accurately calibrated 
measuring stick. The ‘tank should be 
of rust proof metal and not be painted 
inside. An independent drain and hand 
hole should be conveniently placed in 
the tank to facilitate cleaning. Further 
the outlet to the pump should be 
slightly above-the bottom of the fank. 


Pumips should be made from non 


corrosive materials; bronze gear types 
are generally satisfactory and are re- 
commended. .An adequate packing 
gland is*required on gear type pumps. 
The pump glands should be fittea with 
a suitable grease and hard type, water 


pump grease used. The pump should: 


be of sufficient capacity and quality 
to maintain adequate working pressure 
A pump of at least one inch outlet 
should also be employed where it is 
required to fill the tank.

If the tank is likely to be filleq by 
other means than the pump it should 
be equipped with a large intake screen 
or filter. The master filter should: have 
ample filtering area and be easily re- 
moved for cleaning. 

It should consist of either cloth or

for cleaning, preferably without the 
use of wrenches. If screens are used in 
the nozzles their location should be 
well up in the boom to prevent clog- 
ging.

The weed killed TCA (trichloroace-

At a price of 60c per, pound, the 
cost to eradicate quack grass with 
TCA is around $60.00 per acre. Quack 
grass can be controfied much more 
cheaply by cultural methods. The

pointers on stain removal in non- 
washable fabrics. Just remember you 
can cut down on cleaning bills consid- 
erably by using a few home devices 
for inbetween cleaning. A good sponge, 
spotting and press will keep your 
suite and dresses in use much longer 
and increase the time between trips to 
the «cleaner. 

Since carbon tetrachloride is our fav 
orite spot remover I will first of all 
tell you how to use it, Carbon Tetra- 
chloride is a grease solvent so will 
remove all stains of @ greasy nature, 
Lay the grease spot on a paa of soft 
white cotton cloth. Moisten cheese- 
cloth or other material with 1 or 2 
drops of carbon tetrachloride. Gently 
apply to grease stain. Please note that 
success follows light strokes, with a 
moist and not wet rubbing cloth. Note 
results and repeat if necessary. Keep 
pad. changed. it is absorbing the 
grease,

From: Halifax to Vancouver labor 
leaders and civie officials began issu- 
ing loud appeals to the federal govern- 
ment to launch the vast program of 
works that las been held back for just 
such an emergency. 


The loudest demand came in a joint 
letter from the leaders of Canada's two 
major labor congresses. The unusual 
fact of a united move by the rival 
Trades and Labor Congress of Canada 
and the Canadian Congress of Labor 
placed emphasis on their claim that a 

“national emergency” in unemploy- 

ment demanded government action. It 
was the first joint letter they had is- 

sued in two years. 

Jobs For Relief 


The heads of the two congresses, 
with membership toralling some 810,- 
000, called on the cabinet to put into 
effect its accumulated public works 
projects for unemployment relief and 
to take other measures if these failed 
to meet the situation, 

They said they had reason to be- 
lieve from reports reaching their res- 
pective headquarters that more than 
300,000 persons now are Sunemployed in 
Canada. 

They also accused the government 
of withholding.,.~ome unemployment 
figures from the public, Although the 
government: still was making public 
labor 
sources said figures broken down by 
regions and municipalities had not 
been issued since last August. 

At week's end there had been no of- 
ficial government reply to the joint 
is- 
sued a report estimating that 261,000 
persons weré looking for work in Can- 
ada late last month. 

In a review of the situation, the de- 
partment said a “considerable portion 
of the current unemployment results 
from the continuing growth of the 
Canadian labor force rather than from 
any decline in employment.” 

To back up its ‘statement, it pointed 
to a labor force at Dec. 22 of 5,200,000 
—the highest in histéry for this time 
of year, 

“Over the past year, the growth of 
the total labor force has amounted to 
around 120,000, while the number ac- 
tually at work has increased by close 
to 100,000." the departw@nt continued. 
Woods Were Quiet . 

The increased unemployment, said 
the department, was partly due to a 
seasonal decline in industries ‘such as 
construction. Declining timber and 
pulpwood markets also had prevented 
the logging industry from taking up 
the winter slack in employment. 

The two areas hardest hit appeared 
to be British Columbia and the Mari- 
times. In B.C. 39,900 persons—nine 
per cent of the region’s labor force— 
were looking for jobs. In the Maritimes 
38,600—around seven per cent of the 
labor force—were in the hunt for em- 
ployment. 

Quebec was a little better off with 
a 65.8 per cent job-hunting figure, while 
Ontario and the prairies were in the

MANITOBA JUDGE 
HIGHLY REGARDED 


WINNIPERG—Judge Henry Walter 
Whitla, after a lifetime of legal exper- 
lence, says.he has no claim to distine- 
tion “unless it is that I do not play 
golf.” ‘ 

Many would disagree with him. 

The 75-year-old jurist retired re 
cently after 16 years as senior County 
Court judge. Before that he spent 87 
years in the law business. He was Win 
nipeg’s first city prosecutor, back In 
1890. 

Hig experience as a permanent mem 
ber of the Winnipeg police commission 
has convinced him the city has “one 
of the finest police forces in the Dom-~- 
inion of Canada.” " 

White-haired but spry, Judge Whitla 
didn't think much of retiring, but 
“others have decided I need thé rest— 
and maybe I do. 

In the last year or so he specialized 
in criminal cases. He was noted for a 
deep concentration while listening to 
evidence, a firm and fair decision, and 
the overtone of sorrow with which he 
handed down sentence. 

“Modern criminals seem to like pri- 
son.” he says ruefully. “They no soon- 
er come out than they are sent back 
again,” 

Work Goes Cn 


For him retirement is not the end of 
his active days in legal work. 

“I am seriously considering opening 
an office for consultation purposes,” 
he says. “But I do not think I shall go 
back into private pragtice again.” 

Judge Whitla is shocked by the citys 
accident and traffic. fatality. rate, 
which he terms the “worst on the 


‘North American continent. 


He confesses he doesn't know the 
answer, but “we have a good traffic 
commission and it will undoubtedly 
work something out.” 

Judge Whitla was born in Monaghan 
Ireland, in 1874, He came to Canada 
in 1882, graduated from Wesley Col- 
lege in 1893, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1896. He was appointeq senior 
County Court judge for the eastern 
judicial district of Manitoba in 1933. 

Of hts career, one member of the 
legal profession remarked: 

“Few judges have been so 
regarded by the practising lawyer.” 


AUSSIE FARM WIFE 
MAKES MODEL HOME 


INVERELL, Australia—An Austra- 
lian countfy woman who describes her 
self as ‘just an ordinary farmer’s wife’ 
is an expert home economist, gardener, 
cook and dressmaker. 

She is Mrs. L. G. Faint, who came 
with her husband to a rough three- 
roomed cottage at Avonlea here about 
30 years ago. They began with few 
material. comforts in this outback set- 
tlement more than 300 miles north of 
Sydney. 

Today Mrs. Faint and her husband, 
a First World War veteran, live in a 
modern home with vine-covered, en- 
closed verandahs to keep out the win- 
ter cold and the summer heat. 

A skilled and efficient housewife, 
Mrs. Faint bas made her home an ex- 
ample of Australian farm life at its 
best. 

The household always has plenty of 
meat, since the farm raises fat lambs. 
The family’s three daughters, Peggy, 
Gwendolind and Barbara, raise 400 
fowl under their mother’s expert guid- 
ance. 

Cows provide abundant milk and 
cream; the garden produces magnifi- 
cent roses s well as fine vegetbles. 
Mrs. Faint’s orchard yields fruit for 
her shelves of preserves with always 
some to spare for her charitable activ- 
ities. 

One. of her major interests is the 
90,000-member: Country Women's. As- 
sociation, which is dedicated to im- 
proving conditions for women and 
children in country districts. Mrs. 
Faint is president the Inverell 
branch. 

Besides all these household and com 
munity activities, Mrs. Faint still 
finds time to make her own and most 
of her daughters’ clothes, When daugh 
ter Peggy was married recently, mOth- 
er and daughters made the entire 
trousseau, the bridal gown and brides- 
maids’ frocks.

SEEKS CHILD SAFETY * 


LONDON—The Royal Society for 
the ‘Prevention of Accidents has laun- 
ched its Britain-wide children’s safety 
campaign for 1950 with the 
“On Guard—Children.” 

The society's 17 accident prevention 
federations, to which are linked thous- 
ands of road safety committees, have 
all pledged support in reducing the 
heavy toll of children killed and in- 
jured on the roads. 

The ministry of transport has ar- 
ranged a national children’s safety 
week during March with the co-opera 
tion of the ministry of education, 

Teachers and police will support the 
12-month campaign. The society has 
prepared a wide range of new mater- 
ial for use by local authorities, includ- 
ing posters which feature Walt Dis- 
ney’s Donald Duck and Muffin the 
Mule of BBC television. 


Though the 1949 figures are not yét 
complete, it was announced that at 
the end of nine months child deathe 
were 42 less than in the corresponding 
period in 1948 but child injuries were 
higher, Three-quarters of all child 
pedestrians killed were under seven 
years of age and most of these deaths 
resulted from collisions with heavy 
vehicles, trucks and buses. 

“The modern slaughter on the roads 
has one thing in common with Herod's 
massacre, It is the very young who suf 
fer most,” observed Richard Liewellin, 
president of the society.

RCAF TO'LOAN TRAINING
